Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant insists that neither Cuna nor Nonomura teaches a liquid 
composition that comprises a resinate that is dispersed/suspended in a dispersion medium that comprises a 
polyelectrolyte having the same charge as the electrolytic drug. Regarding the silver or mercury polyelectrolyte, 
applicant says that the salts of polyelectrolyte used in the claimed invention are pharmaceutical and the silver and 
mercury ions are not pharmaceutical. Applicant says that the claimed inventions are not anticipated by the art of 
record. Examiner will consider the arguments after the final rejection when filed.
